Fifty-Year Test 


For Prohibition 


Urged by Landis 


Chicago, April 7.—The country 
should give the rrohibition amend- 
ment a trial for about fifty years, 
“to see whether it is the best thing 
for us or not,” in the opinion of 
Judge K. M. Landis. The judge 
spoke last night on the subject at 
an anniversary celebration’ of 
America’s entry into the war. 

“I warn you that the eighteenth 
amendment is in danger of nullifi- 
cation by bureau heads—those 
deuces and treys of officialdom— 
who are makinga lot of rules which 
permit soft-drink saloons to sell 
booze in bottles Jabelled ‘25 per cent 
alcohol; for medicinal purposes 
only,’” said Judge Landis. 

“And there are a lot of crooked 
saloon-keepers getting away with 
it, too,with a lot of crooked doctors 
and druggists in cahoots. I know 
of instances where they have sold 
booze for as high as $32 a quart. 
How do they do it? Welk, I have 
been through it for a year, and it’s 
too much for me.”

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BUSINESS WARNED 
T0 OBSERVE LAY 


Attorney General 
Department of Justice 
Will Countenance No 
Violations by Commerce. 


Washington, April 7. — A general 
warning to business that the de- 
partment of justice will coun‘-nance 
no violations of the law was sounded 
today by Attorney-General Daugh- 
erty. 

“The country,” Mr. Daugherty 
said, “should take notice of a new 
day and a new way,” and that those 
who had been guilty of illegal prac- 
tices should not “close their eyes.” 
His statement, he added, was a 
“modest but emphatic warning to 
those for whom it was intended and 
could be regarded as an opportu- 
nity for any of those who should 
mend their ways to do so. 

The attorney-general said _ the 
department of justice did wot in- 
tend to harass business in any way, 
but that it did intend to enrorce the 
law. He pointed out that while the 
profiteering sections of the Lever 
act had been declared unconstitu- 
tional, the department still could 
proceed under the Sherman anti- 
trust law e 

Mr. Daugherty was discussing sne- 
cifically the situation in the build- 
ing materials industry, which he de- 
cClared reports to the department 
showed to be “intolerable.” He said 
the department of justice would ask 
for more aid from the outside than 
it had received heretofore, and that 
lawyers representing firms should 
regard themselves as agents of the 
department of justice in upholding 
the law. 

The attorney-general announced 
that it was the purpose to investi- 
gate conditions in the building 
material trades wherever an inquiry 
was warranted. Indictments already 
have been returned in New York 
and Chicago, he said. and complaints 
have coma from Pittsburg. St. 
Louis. Cleveland and other cities 
He said conferences already had

The Shantung settlement in=the 
peace treaty, which has been sharp- 
ly criticised in this country, is not 
at tss¥e in the present controversy. 
It is learned that the phrase, “gver- 
seas possessi0ns.~ in the Amefican 
communications, was used advisedly 
and it is pointed out that Shantuag 
was not a German possession. Kiao- 
Chau, a part of tha: Chinese prov- 
ince, was held by Germany through 
a concession from tne Chinese gov- 
ernment. 

The view of :ne Harding admin- 
istration with respect to tne Shan- 
tung settiement has not been stated, 
but this settlement was vigorously 
opposed by the new administration 
leadere in the senate while the 
treaty of Versailles was under con- 
sideration by that body and was 
made the subject of one of the re- 
publican reservations to the, treaty 
which were adopted. 

The latest American notes are 
known to mark a third chapter, at 
least, in the diplomatic exchanges 
with the allied governments on -the 
subject of mandates in general and 
the Pacifie island of Yap in par- 
ticu'tar, The American viewpoint 
was first stated by Secretary Col- 
by in notes to the four great powers 
on last November 9 and subsequent- 
ly was supplemented in a note to 
the council of the league of na- 
tions. 

Not Made Public. 


Tne notes of November 9- never 
have been made public, nor has it 
been disclosed whether the allied 
governments replied to them. The 
note sent to the league council was 
referred by it to those governments, 
the eouncil explaining that this was 
a proper course since it dealt spe- 
cifically with the Japanese mandate 
to the island of Yap which {t was 
claimed was voted by the supreme 
council, or the counc!] of four, at 
Paris on May 7, 1919, while the 
peace treaty was being framed. 

Japan, however, has replied to at 
least one of the American govern- 
ment’s protests. It was received 
two days before the Harding ad- 
ministration came into office and 
in it Japan {insisted upon its right 
to a mandate over the island by 
reason of the award of the supreme 
council. There also have been re- 
} ports that Japan made the further 
point that its forces had captured 
this and other Pacific islands from 
the Germans early in the war. 

Immediate replies from the four 
powers to Mr. Hughes’ communica- 
tions are not to be expected. The 
issue raised concerns each of those 
governments and replies probably 
will be forthcoming only after ex- 
changes between them.

MONEY DIFFICULITES 
OF STATE DISCUSSED 


Hardwick Reiterates Stand 
on Appropriations at 
Conference. 


Pinancial difficulties facing the 
state and suggested means of meet- 
ing them, were discussed at an in- 
formal conference Thursday morn- 
ing in-the office of Secretary of 


State S. G. McLendon, at which Gov- 
ernor-elect Thomas W. Hardwick, 
Comptroller General William A. 
Wright. State seer et W. J. Spear, 
Tax Commissioner H. J. Fullbright, 
Attorney-General! R. A. Denny, State 
Bank Superintendent T. R. Bennett 
and Secretary of State McLendon 
were present. 

Governor-elect Hardwick repeated 
his determination not to approve 
any appropriation bills until Satis- 
fied that the legislature has provid- 
ed means to raise revenue to meet 
the bills. State finances are now 
in a deplorable condition, according 
to those attending the conference, 
owing to the action of legislatures 
for several years past in voting ap- 
propriations beyond total revenue. 

The legislature, in. the opinion 
of Comptroller General Wright, who 
is more familiar with the state fi!- 
nancial situation than any other per- 
son, must meet the difficulty by 
ceasing to appropriate money be- 
yond the power of the state to pay 
and by providing, a fund to meet 
school warrants ‘and pensions as 
they fall due. He approved Mr. 
Hardwick's plan to curb appropriat- 
ing excesses of the legislature. 

The conference was in the naturé 
of a cabinet meeting, to acquaint 
the incoming administration with 
the financial status of the state. 
It was called primarily by Secretary 
of State McLendon to consider a 
plan for funding receipts from 
Western and _ Atlantic’ railroad 
rentals, to relieve stringency in the 
state treasury.

Manning, testified in corroboration 
of her husband’s statement that the 
night Peterson, Willie Preston and 
Harry Price were last seen alive, 
Williams carried them and Manning 
and Charlie Chishold off in his car. 

Sheriff B. L. Johnson, of Newton 
county, testified that Manning iden- 
tified the bodies of Peterson, Pres- 
ton and Price found in Newton 
county rivers and told where the 
other bodies could be found. 

The state rested here and Wil- 
liams and his counsel withdrew 
from the court room for a confer- 
ence. 


COURTROOM ASTIR 
WITH SPECULATION. 

While Williams conferred with his 
attorneys, everyone in the court- 
room was astir. Many were specu- 
lating on the line of procedure the 
defense would follow, for only Wil- 
liams, members of his family, coun- 
sel and a few newspaper men knew 
that it had already been decided to 
rest his case with his statement to 
the jury. ° 

Exactly at 11:15 o'clock he re- 
entered the courtroom. Judge 
Hutcheson rapped for order. The 
deputies cleared a passageway from 
the door so that the defendant and 
party might reach their seats. De- 
spite the packed condition of the 
room, no sound could be heard other 
than the creaking of seats as men 
leaned forward, and the whispers 
of the attorneys’ last minute con- 
ference with their client.

WILLIAMS ON STAND 
IN HIS OWN BEHALF. 

“Your honor, the defendant will 
take the stand in his own behalf. I, 
will request,” he said, “you to in- 
struct him.” 

With this he resumed his seat, 
and during the whole of the long 
statement of his client, he remained 
with his elbow propped on his knee 
and his chin in his hand. His eves 
never left Williams. To his right, 
Mr. Howard, who had conducted the 
prosecution’s examination, twirled 
his eyeglasses in one hand and lis- 
tened attentively to Williams’ every 
word. 

Solicitor Brand smiled once or 
twice. Williams testified toward 
the federal agents grouped around 
the table. C. C. King and W. 
Hill, associated with Mr. Johnson; 
glanced about the courtroom and at 
times made notes on parts of the 
statement. 

Mrs. Williams, sitting with them, 
Was dressed in black and appeared 
nervous during the ordeal. Her eyes 
never left her husband. She held 
g% newspaper in her hand folding 
and unfolding it as her husband's 
narration was unfolded. 


WILLIAMS SHOWS 
STRAIN OF TRIAL. 

Williams himself‘ showed the first 
strain from the long trial as he 
mounted the stand. He sat with 
legs crossed and made his state- 
ment in short, jerky sentences in a 
voice that was so modulated that 
he could not be heard by the horde 
of spectators in the rear of. the 
courtroom. 

He was noticeably nervous. 
Throughout his statement, his trem- 
bling hands alternated in rubbing 
his cheek and playing with his mus- 
tache. 

The jurors listened impassively. 
Some stolidly chewed tobacco. 
Others did not even fasten their 
faze on Williams as he talked, while 
still others sat in rapt attention. 
SONS ANSWERED 
CALL TO ARMS. 

“T have never had any kind of 
criminal! charges against me, or my 
boys before this,” were among the 
first words of Williams to the jury. 

Williams said his four grown sons 
were among the first in the county 
to answer the country’s call to war. 

“Like most farmers, I have bonded 
out. negroes and worked them,” he 
continued. 

Williams said he paid these men 
wages. He then told of the federal 
investigation that started last Feb- 
ruary. He asked the department of 
justice agents to tell him exactly 


ing told that working bonded ne- 
groes was, that he told the federal 
agents he might have been technic- 


FEDERAL AGENT 
SCORED MANNING. 

“You lying scoundrel, vou ought 
to have your neck broke,” Williams 
said one of the agents said to Man- 
ning after comparing the version 
Williams had given about the re- 
capture of Gus Chapman, a negro 
who had run off and that Manning 
had captured. Chapman had been 
brought back after attacking Man- 
wife, the defense had ex- 

Williams said Manning de- 
nied to the agents that he knew 
of the capture of Chapman. 

“The surroundings are much bet- 
ter than we expected,” agents told 
he said, and added, “you may 
be technically guilty of peonage.” 

The agents commented that the 
farm hands were “well fed and well 
dressed,” Williams said. 

“Mr. Johnny, you ain’t treated me 
right; you made me out a liar right 


“They told me I was just as guil- 
ty of peonage as you were.” he 
also quoted the negro as saying. 


GAVE EACH NEGRO 
MONEY THEY ASKED. 


The last night Preston, Price and 
Peterson were seen, he said, thev 
came to him and said they wanted 
to visit their homes. but would re- 
turn. They asked for and got $5 
each, he added, and he offered to 
take them to the train. Charlie 
Chisholm and Clyde Manning got 50 
cents apiece from him, Williams de- 
clared, and went off. 

“That was the last I ever saw of 


aig 
those boys,” he said, referring to 
Peterson, Price. and Preston. 

Williams sai@ he asked Manning 
next day and the latter replied: 

“They went off last night.” 

Williams was talking in a calm, 
clear voice and oecasionally made 
a slow gesture as he addressed the 
jury. 

He told of hearing later that the 
negroes’ bodies had been found and 
of his later arrest. 

“Whoever put the bodies in the 
river did it for a purpose,” he said. 

“If I had done this crime, gen- 
tlemen, I would have had plenty of 
time to get where they could not 
put their hands on me,” he as- 
serted. 


DECLARES HE IS 
FALSELY ACCUSED. 


Williams asserted he was “false- 
ly accused,” and added, “what they 
done to him (Manning) to make 
him accuse me, I don’t know.” 

“I did not know what he was go- 
ing to say till we heard him on the 
stand,” he said. 

Williams then went into details 
of Manning’s long employment on 
the farm. 

Williams said Clyde Manning’s 
mother asked him to take Clyde 
Manning and others of her chil- 
dren, take care of them, as he said 
the mother could not control them. 
He told of paying doctors’ bills and 
of trying to ‘‘make them do right.” 

“As far as this case is concern- 
ed, I am absolutely innocent,” said 
Williams. 

“That’s about all I can say,” he 
concluded and left the stand. 


AGREEMENT REACHED 
ON ARGUMENTS. 


Judge Hutcheson commented on 
the “splendid order” maintained by

against any demonstrgtion.
